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"g  PROVO-PAST,  PRESENT,  AND  FUTURE 

By  J.  M.  JENSEN 


TT  was  a  rugged,  serious  band  of  men  and  women  that  reached  the 
banks  of  Provo  river  March  12,  1849.  They  were  not  the  kind  to 
become  discouraged  or  to  be  persuaded  from  their  purpose  of  building  in 
Utah  valley  a  city  for  themselves  and  future  generations. 

The  Indians  gave  them  some  trouble  and  the  pioneers  placated  the 
red  men  by  feeding  them  when  they  could,  and  fighting  them  when  they 
had  to.  Grasshoppers  and  wild  animals  gave  them  some  discouragements, 
but  such  troubles  were  overcome.  The  lure  of  gold  came  from  California, 
but  the  settlers  were  too  busy  building  their  common-wealth  to  heed  the 
lure. 


Farming  was  of  course  the  principal  industry  of  the  early  settlers. 
There  were  a  few  small  manufacturing  establishments, but  they  were 
simple  in  character  and  the  wares  produced  usually  crude  in  nature. 

But  in  1869  was  conceived  the  idea  of  building  the  Provo  Woolen 
Mills.  If  such  an  idea  were  to  occur  to  modern  business  men,  their 
first  thought  would  of  course  be  to  secure  outside  capital  to  do  the 
work.  The  Provo  pioneers,  however,  were  not  modern  business  men, 
had  no  influence  with  Wall  Street,  and  had  no  inducements  to  offer 
capitalists  in  either  the  East  or  the  West  to  come.  Their  thought  was 
not  how  can  we  get  THEM  to  do  it,  but  how  can  WE  do  it.

Well,  they  got  to  work  in  the  spring  of  1  870.  They  had  very  little  cash,  but  they  had 
bone,  muscle  and  brains,  and  the  mill-race  running  through  the  town  would  furnish  the 
power.  So  men  werg  sent  through  the  county  and  farther  to  preach  home  industry. 

Farmers  hauled  rock  and  sand,  common  workmen  made  adobes,  owners  of  sawmills  pro- 
vided  lumber,  and  mechanics  erected  the  buildings.  The  pay  was  in  stock  in  the  mills. 

The  hardest  job  was  to  get  money  enough  to  buy  machinery,  but  Brigham  Young  and  a 
few  other  leaders  managed  to  get  together  $50,000,  and  the  thing  was  done,  and  the  Provo 
woolen  Mills  were  a  reality. 

Since  then  other  industries  have  been  established,  and  now  capital  from  the  outside 
is  flowing  in.  The  steel  plant  is  being  built,  a  pumping  plant  is  contemplated,  and  other 
industries  are  expected. 

Business  houses  have  of  course  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  town,  and  Provo 
has  now  a  large  number  of  well  established  business  houses  of  varied  character. 

But  industry  and  business  have  not  been  the  only  considerations  by  any  means. 

Educational  interests,  spiritual  development,  cultural  influences,  and  love  of  God’s  out-of- 
doors  have  received  consideration  in  the  past  and  are  important  items  of  consideration 
today.  Education  is  referred  to  in  another  article  ;  churches  of  various  denominations  are  to 
be  found  to  satisfy  all  Christian  worshipers. 

What  of  valley,  mountain,  lake  and  river?  Utah  valley  is  half-moon  shaped,  the 
Wasatch  mountains  forming  the  connex  side  on  the  east,  and  Lake  Utah  lying  in  the  concave 
center.  The  moon  rim  is  cut  in  two  by  Provo  river.  There  is  plenty  of  water  in  the 
valley  and  an  abundance  of  fish  in  the  water  of  the  river  and  the  water  of  the  lake.  The 
great  supply  of  fish  in  the  lake  has  done  much  to  encourage  the  poultry  industry  of  the 

valley  and  promise  of 
making  it  a  second 
Petuluma. 

The  mountains  are 
filled  with  scenic  splend¬ 
or.  Many  years  ago 
lovers  of  nature  scaled 

the  peaks  of  Mount  BRIDAL  VAIL  FALLS,  PROVO  CANYON 

Timpanogos  and  learn¬ 
ed  of  its  waterfalls,  circs,  lake,  glacier,  masses  of  flowers,  and  hundred  other 
■wonders.  A  dozen  years  ago  E.  L.  Roberts  of  the  Brigham  Young  University 
conceived  the  idea  of  an  annual  climb,  and  proceeded  to  put  the  idea  into  prac¬ 
tice.  Each  year,  hundreds  make  the  ascent  of  the  hoary  old  mountain,  enjoy  its 
wonders,  and  experience  the  thrill  of  a  slide  down  its  glacier. 

A  year  ago  Fred  Buss,  another  B.  Y.  U.  professor  conceived  the  idea  of  a 
tramp  up  Rock  Canyon,  east  of  Provo,  crossing  the  divide  into  the  south  fork  of 
Provo  canyon.  So  glorious  was  the  sight  of  the  fields  of  golden  lilies  and  so  exhil- 
irating  the  snowbank  slides  that  the  trip  was  repeated  this  year  with  a  much  larger 
number  of  hikers.  This,  too,  promises  to  become  an  annual  excursion. 

The  pioneers,  with  but  a  few  exceptions,  have  gone,  but  if  they  could  look 
down  on  the  city  they  struggled  to  found  and  build,  and  which  is  daily  growing 
in  greatness  and  beauty,  their  generous  hearts  would  rejoice  at  its  prosperity  and 
the  bounties  enjoyed  by  their  children  and  successors.

THE  Brigham  Young  University  which  is  located  in  Provo  is  just 
completing  its  forty-eighth  year.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  collegiate 
institutions  in  the  inter-mountain  section.  During  the  period  of  its  ex¬ 
istence,  it  has 
been  the  means 
of  educating 
thousands  of 
men  and  wo- 
men  of  the 
West,  and  many 
of  its  alumni  are 
leaders  in  the 
political,  indus¬ 
trial  and  educa¬ 
tional  life  of 
western  Amer¬ 
ica.  Both  o  f 
Utah’s  Senators 

in  the  National  Congress  and  one  of  the  two  Representatives,  also  Justice 
Geo.  Sutherland  of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  are  alumni  of  the  school. 

The  school  was  founded  by  the  great  pioneer  leader,  Brigham  Young, 
in  the  year  1875.  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  is 
responsible  for  the  major  source  of  financial  support,  but  many  of  its 
buildings  have  been  constructed  largely  by  the  contributions  of  citizens  of 
Provo  and  the  former  students  of  the  institution.  It  has  several  private 
endowments  also  which  have  been  established  by  solicitous  friends. 

It  has  experienced  a  most  remarkable  growth  in  the  last  two  years. 
The  increase  this  year  is  over  thirty  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year,  in  the 
enrollment.  The  grounds  have  been  renovated  and  improved,  and  numer¬ 
ous  shrubs  and  trees  have  been  planted.  University  Hill  has  been  planted 
to  lawn,  shrubs,  flowers  and  trees,  and  an  automatic  springling  system  has 
been  installed,  so  that  it  is  going  to  be  a  most  beautiful  campus  in  the 
next  few  years.  In  fact  the  plans  of  the  present  administration  contemplate 
the  construction  of  a  campus  of  unrivalled  beauty.  With  the  excellent 
natural  setting,  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains  and  overlooking  the  beautiful 
Utah  Lake,  the  possibilities  are  that  the  ambitions  of  the  school  authorities 
may  easily  be  realized. 

The  Brigham  Young  University  ofifers  courses  in  all  of  the  major  lines 
of  academic  instruction,  including  the  arts  and  sciences,  commerce  and 
business  administration,  education,  agriculture,  home  economics,  etc. 
Preparatory  work  for  law,  medicine  and  engineering  is  also  given.  Courses 
leading  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Bachelor  of  Arts  have 
been  offered  for  many  years,  and  this  year  eight  prominent  men  and 
women  in  educational  work  in  Utah  and  Idaho  will  receive  the  Master’s 


The  University  maintains  a  high  standard  of  social  activity  about  the 
school  and  the  student  life  is  most  wholesome.  The  student  body  organi¬ 
zation  fosters  regular  semi-monthly  dancing  parties,  while  the  clubs  and 
class  organizations  are  also  active  in  providing  ample  social  life  which  is 
essential  to  the  well-rounded  out  college  career.  However,  the  faculty 
committee  on  social  affairs  encourages  the  students  to  be  moderate  in  their 
social  affairs  and  lends  valuable  aid  in  maintaining  proper  standards 
throughout.  Fraternities  and  sororities  are  not  tolerated,  because  it  is 
thought  they  would  bei  inimical  to  the  fine  spirit  of  democracy  which  now 
holds  sway. 

One  of  the  products  of  the  community  social  life  of  the  school  is  the 
famous  Timpanogos  Hike,  which  is  the  largest  annual  community  hike  in 
the  world  to  be  conducted  to  a  height  of  12,000  feet.  This  celebrated  event 
takes  place  this  year  on  the  21st  of  July.  Everyone  is  invited,  and  anyone 
may  participate  for  a  cost  of  only  a  few  cents — enough  to  pay  for  his 
supper  and  bed.  He  may  bring  both  with  him,  however,  and  reduce  this  to 
a  minimum.  It  is  the  freest,  cheapest,  and  most  wholesome  mountain¬ 
climbing  classic,  staged  anywhere  in  America. 

Another  unique  feature  of  the  Brigham  Young  University  is  the  Alpine 
Summer  School.  This  institution  is  conducted  at  Aspen  Grove  in  Provo 
Canyon,  7,500  feet  above  the  sea,  and  in  the  presence  of  a  most  alluring 
varietv  of  nature  specimens,  both  of  plant  and  animal  life.  Furthermore, 
this  location  affords  a  most  unusual  opportunity  for  the  study  of  geology. 
Hence  the  student  has  before  him  a  cross-section  of  earth,  nearly  a  mile  in 
extent,  rising  sheer  above  him.  This  summer,  adequate  camping  facilities 
will  be  provided  for  as  many  students  as  desire  to  come.  Dr.  Cowles  of 
the  University  of  Chicago,  one  of  the  leading  plant  ecologists  of  the  world, 
will  be1  one  of  the  instructors  at  this  school.  Courses  are  to  be  given  also 
in  literature,  particularly  of  the  nature  poets,  landscape  painting,  philos¬ 
ophy,  etc.,  so  that  a  student  may  get  an  attractive  course,  even  though  he 
may  not  be  interested  in  the  natural  sciences.  Married  students  bring  their

Il  Provo  Has  A  Modern  School  System 


PROVO  is  beginning'  to  sense  a  conscious  pride  in  her  new 
and  rapidly  growing  high  school. 

Until  ten  years  ago  secondary  education  in  Provo  was 
carried  on  almost  entirely  by  church  institutions — the  Brigham 
Young  University  and  the  Proctor  Academy.  Gradually  the 
need  of  a  public  high  school  made  itself  felt  and  steps  began 
for  its  establishment. 

Three  years  ago  the  Provo  High  School  turned  out  its  first 
graduating  class,  consisting  of  fourteen  girls  and  four  boys. 
This  year  fifty  graduates  received  diplomas,  and  the  outlook 
for  next  year  promises  a  considerably  larger  graduating  class. 

The  enrollment  this  year  reached  over  the  twelve-hundred 
mark  and  indications  are  that  means  will  need  to  be  speedily 


traditions,  such  as  Parents’  Day,  Honor  Day,  and  the  Christmas 
Carnival  have  been  established. 

The  curriculum  of  the  Provo  High  School  is  more  compre¬ 
hensive  and  made  to  fit  the  needs  of  the  students  and  the  com¬ 
munity  better  than  those  of  many  older  schools. 

The  school  has  a  strong  woodwork  department ;  an  agricul¬ 
tural  department  that  has  grown  to  be  the  envy  of  neighboring 
high  schools,  through  the  honors  won  by  the  stock-judging 
team ;  an  excellent  art  department  and  one  of  the  best  organiz¬ 
ed  English  departments  in  the  state.  Emphasis  is  also  placed 
on  physical  education  and  health  work,  and  on  home-making 
training  for  girls.

“Ogden,  The  Gateway  to  the  West” 


r  I  ’'HAT  is  the  slogan  used  by  professional  and  business  men  of  Ogden, 

Utah,  in  telling  the  world  of  the  importance  of  their  city  in  the  inter¬ 
mountain  country.  For  many  years  Ogden  has  been  preeminent  in  the 
intermountain  states  as  chief  railroad  center,  distributing  center,  canning 
center,  packing  house  center,  grain-milling  center,  grain  handling  center, 
fruit  handling  center,  food  manufacturing  center  and  as  jobbing  and 
financial  center. 

Ogden’s  material  growth  is  derived  from  railroad  shops,  factories  and 
commerce,  supplemented  by  agricultural,  fruit  and  livestock  features. 

Ogden  capital  controls  the  principal  industries  of  this  section,  especial¬ 
ly  the  sugar  factories,  the  canning  factories,  the  creameries,  the  milling 
and  elevator  business,  the  packing  industry  and  the  livestock  companies. 

Ogden  is  also  the  most  important  cement  manufacturing  center  in  the 
intermountain  country.  Two  of  the  three  cement  mills  of  Utah  are  situat¬ 
ed  in  the  territory  adjacent  and  tributary  to  Ogden.  These  plants  have  a 
capacity  of  1,300,000  barrels  per  annum  and  produce  over  75%  of  the  cement 
used  in  the  territory  which  they  serve.  Their  location  near  Ogden,  with  its 
central  position  in  respect  to  the  market  to  be  served  and  splendid  railroad 
facilities,  makes  it  possible  for  them  to  serve  efficiently  a  larger  and  better 
balanced  territory  than  any  other  plants  in  the  West.  Practically  all  of  the 
cement  used  in  Utah,  southern  Idaho,  Nevada  and  western  Wyoming  is 
shipped  from  the  Ogden  mills. 

The  value  of  a  sugar  factory  to  a  community  can  not  be  measured 
alone  in  terms  of  product,  but  must  be  gauged  with  reference  to  its  general 
situation  reaction  upon  commercial  life.  As  an  illustration,  take  the 
growth  of  the  Amalgamated  Sugar  Company  from  its  modest  start  in  1898, 


with  one  factory  producing  35,000  bags  of  sugar,  to 
a  substantial  industrial  organization  whose  general 
offices,  located  at  Ogden,  supervise  throughout 
Utah  and  Idaho  the  manufacture  of  nearly  a  million 
and  a  half  bags  of  sugar  per  annum.  This  is 
interesting,  but  the  astonishing  effect  of  such  an 
organization  on  the  life  of  the  community  is  best 
known  by  the  single  fact  that  it  pays  a  freight  bill 
of  nearly  two  million  dollars  a  year.  Does  not 
this  mean  great  things  in  the  way  of  railroad  ex¬ 
pansion  and  service  within  the  community,  and  is 
not  a  major  part  of  Ogden’s  phenomenal  industrial 
growth  directly  due  to  this  stimulating  action? 

Ogden,  with  its  location-  and  its  railroads,  has 
been  termed  “The  Minneapolis  of  the  West.”  Great 
companies,  ranking  among  the  foremost  in  the  United  States,  have  spent 
millions  of  dollars  in  Ogden  erecting  plats  for  milling  and  handling  of 
grain.  They  have  combined  storage  capacity  of  some  two  and  a  half 
million  bushels  and  employ  modern  methods  in  cleaning,  drying  and  hand¬ 
ling  wheat.  These  gigantic  concerns  located  in  the  heart  of  the  Western 
wheat  raising  belt,  are  continually  seeking  cooperation  with  the  farmers. 
They  are  members  of  the  Ogden  Grain  Exchange,  which  includes  Salt 
Lake  City  and  all  surrounding  towns.  They  have  been  successful  in  having 
a  federal  grain  inspector  located  here,  whose  duty  it  is  to  inspect  all  grain 
shipped  into  Ogden,  and  who  also  furnishes  the  purchaser  with  a  govern¬ 
ment  certificate,  stating  the  exact  grading  of  the  grain,  and  settlement  is 
made  on  this  basis.  The  highest  market  price  is  paid  for  wheat  here,  the 
bids  being  based  on  daily  quotations  from  eastern  markets.  Inspections  of 
wheat  in  Ogden  are  running  over  750  cars  per  month,  this  surpassing 
Seattle,  Tacoma  and  Spokane  and  making  Ogden  a  very  close  second  to 
Portland. 

During  the  last  quarter-century,  Ogden  has  developed  from  a  rail¬ 
way  center,  into  the  chief  food  manufacturing  center  in  the  intermountain 
country.  The  canning  industry  has  been  the  pioneer  in  this  development. 
Unrivaled  transportation  facilities,  unusual  soil  properties,  favorable  cli¬ 
mate  and  progressive  men  have  united  in  making  Ogden  a  great  canning 
center.  Utah’s  output  of  canned  goods  is  2,200,000  cases  of  twenty-four 
cans  to  the  case  annually.  During  the  busy  season  two  train  loads  are 
turned  out  daily.  Of  Utah’s  thirty-six  canning  factories,  Ogden  has  eigh¬ 
teen,  including  all  the  larger  factories  excepting  one. 

Ogden  has  become  the  shipping  center  for  the  canning  industry  and

naturally  has  attracted  factories  for  containers — both  cans 
and  boxes.  Including  condensed  milk,  60,000,000  cans  are 
used  annually  in  this  section,  and  including  candy  and 
cereal  foods,  over  2,000.000  cases  or  boxes.  Fiber  and 
corrugated  cases  are  gradually  displacing  wooden  boxes 
for  shipping  products,  which  are  packed  in  cans,  cartons 
or  paper  boxes. 

Probably  the  most  important  interests  in  Ogden  to¬ 
day  and  the  one  which  is  showing  more  growth  and  ad¬ 
vancement  is  the  stock  yards,  located  just  west  of  the 
viaduct,  within  easy  access  to  the  city.  The  Stock  Yards 
Company  was  organized  in  1917,  being  financed  entirely 
by  Ogden  capital  and  with  an  Ogden  man,  Lester  F.  Whit¬ 
lock,  as  general  manager.  In  the  beginning  the  yards 
had  a  capacity  of  50  carloads  of  cattle,  30  carloads  of  sheep 
and  thirty  carloads  of  hogs.  The  yards  have  grown  until 
at  the  present  time  they  have  a  capacity  of  two  hundred 
carloads  of  cattle,  two  hundred  carloads  of  sheep  and  one 
hundred  carloads  of  hogs. 

Trading  at  the  yards  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  has  become  necessary  this  year  to  construct  a  largre 
number  of  new  yards  and  also  a  new  $30,000.00  Exchange 
building  to  properly  house  the  Stock  Yards  Company  and 
the  numerous  commission  companies  doing  business  there. 

According  to  the  latest  official  government  reports, 
the  Ogden  Stock  Yards  handle  more  cattle,  sheep  and 
hogs  than  any  yards  west  of  Denver.  This  season  more 
than  525,000  sheep  have  been  handled  at  these  yards,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  record  number  of  cattle  and  hogs.  Buyers 
from  California  and  eastern  points  are  nearly  always  on 
the  market.  Adjoining  the  yards  is  the  big  plant  of  the 
Ogden  Packing  &  Provision  Company,  which  company  is 
an  important  factor  in  the  livestock  industry  here. 

In  the  way  of  magnificient  scenery,  Ogden  offers 
Ogden  Canyon,  situated  but  a  few  miles  from  the  city. 
Twenty  minutes  ride  by  trolley  car  or  auto,  lands  the 
tourist  in  the  very  heart  of  the  mountains,  where  may  be 
found  first  class  hotel  accommodations  and  other  attrac¬ 
tions  of  a  popular  summer  resort. 

The  foregoing  presents  briefly  the  reasons  for  Ogden 
being  called  ‘The  Gateway  to  the  Intermountain  Country.’

T,N  addition  to  its  several 
large  hydro-electric  gen¬ 
erating  stations  on  the  Bear 
River,  and  other  plants  of 
smaller  capacity  on  various 
streams  in  Utah,  Idaho  and 
Colorado,  the  Utah  Power 
&  Light  Company  operates 
a  hydro-electric  generating 
station  of  12,500  horsepower 
capacity  at  Olmsted,  near 
the  mouth  of  Provo  Canyon. 

This  plant  has  been  in 
operation  since  1903,  and 
has  several  outstanding  fea¬ 
tures.  The  flume,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  is  the  longest  in  the 
inter-mountain  country.  It 
is  4.1  miles  in  length,  and 
contains  5,000,000  board  feet 
of  lumber.  Its  new  7500 
horsepower  generator  is 
one  of  the  first  “semi-out¬ 
door”  generators  installed  in 
the  world. 

The  grounds  and  oper¬ 
ators’  cottages  at  Olmsted, 
built  and  maintained  by  the 
power  company  for  the  use 
of  its  employees,  are  very 
attractive  and  are  designed 
for  the  utmost  convenience 
and  welfare  of  their  oc¬ 
cupants.

T)  LEAS  ANT  Grove  is  one  of  Utah’s  most  prosperous  cities.  It  is  nestled

On 
this  ideal  site  Pleasant  Grove  is  situated,  at  an  elevation  of  4,600  feet  above 
sea  level.  Utah  Lake,  our  west  boundry,  is  a  sparkling  body  of  fresh 
water,  12  miles  wide  and  30  miles  long,  and  is  the  sportsman’s  paradise.  It 
is  also  one  of  the  world's  greatest  and  safest  reservoirs.  Our  city  has  a 
thriving  population  of  3,000  inhabitants,  about  95%  of  whom  own  their 
own  homes.  Our  school  and  church  buildings  are  among  the  best  in  the 
state.  No  city  has  a  better  natural  drainage,  nor  a  purer  supply  of  city 
water,  as  our  water  pipe-line  taps  the  sparkeling  springs  at  the  base  of  Mt. 
Timpanogos  about  at  the  same  altitude  as  the  glacier  and  lake  repose  on 
the  opposite  slope  of  this  now  famous  mountain. 

In  point  of  market  advantages  our  location  could  scarcely  be  bettered, 
as  we  have  the  convenience  of  two  railways — with  almost  an  hourly  ser¬ 
vice,  besides  the  state  paved  highway,  where  hundreds  of  truck  loads  of 
fruit  can  be  placed  on  the  market.  We  are  within  two  hours  drive  of  the 
markets  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Garfield,  Bingham,  Eureka,  Provo  Valley,  Iron- 
ton,  Steel  City  and  other  points.  We  are  located  at  the  nearest  point  from 
the  famous  Timpanogos  Cave  and  have  a  splendid  tourist  camping  ground, 
equipped  with  modern  conveniences. 

From  the  summit  of  old  Timp  one  can  walk  to  our  city  limits  inside 
of  one  hour.  In  the  near  future  we  hope  to  construct  an  automobile  high¬ 
way,  winding  up  the  foot  hills  over  the  mountain,  to  a  point  less  than 
one  mile  from  the  top  of  Timpanogos — which  can  be  constructed  on  a 
grade  not  to  exceed  8%,  and  will  be  the  most  scenic  driveway  in  the  world. 

Pleasant  Grove  and  vicinity  are  already  famed  for  the  quality  of  its 


fruit  and  berries.  This  season  we  anticipate  marketing  not  less  than  one 
thousand  car  loads,  counting  the  hundreds  of  loads  hauled  awayj  in  trucks. 
Over  500  acres  of  land  are  planted  in  berries.  One  planter  has  40  acres 
in  strawberries  and  furnishes  employment  for  over  two  hundred  pickers 
at  the  flush  of  his  crop  season.  In  the  best  years  his  crop  yields  over 
$40,000  gross. 

Our  canning  company  expects  this  year,  to  can  2,400,000  cans  of  fruit 
and  vegetables  which  means  an  expenditure  of  over  $75,000.00  for  the 
crop  and  $25,000.00  for  wages.  Its  original  investment  of  $15,000.00  has 
grown  to  be  over  $120,000.00  this  year.  Besides  the  fruit  industry,  our  farm 
products  of  sugar  beets,  grain,  dairying  and'  poultry  products  run  into 
thousands  of  dollars  monthly.  Another  gift  of  nature  is  the  large  deposits 
of  fire  clay  within  a  stone’s  throw  of  our  orchards.  When  the  smelters  are 
running  at  full  blast  over  400  car  loads  of  fire  clay  are  shipped  annually  from 
this  rich  deposit.  This  clay  and  the  abundance  of  lime  stone  from  the 
quarry  in  our  foot,  hills  will  be  a  commodity  much  in  demand  at  the  new 
steel  works. 

In  speaking  of  Pleasant  Grove  we  invariably  include  its  rich  subur¬ 
ban  districts  which  extend  from  American  Fork  Canyon  to  the  Provo 
Bench.  This  splendid  district  is  supplied  with  electric  lights,  water  system, 
telephones  and  a  daily  newspaper  service,  and  all  the  conveniences  of  city 
life. 

The  world  has  already  heard  of  our  annual  Strawberry  Day,  which 
occurs  in  June  at  the  most  oppertune  date.  Last  year  we  entertained  ten 
thousand  visitors,  and  this  year  we  anticipate  double  that  number.  We 
invite  you  to  partake  of  our  hospitality ;  for  the  entire  populace  are  “raring 
to  go”  and  show  you  the  time  of  your  life.  Already  inquiries  from  six 
different  states  are  asking  the  committee  to  advise  them  as  to  the  exact 
date  of  our  annual  festival,  so  we  shall  surely  look  for  YOU.  With  nature’s 
abundance  at  our  doors  we  feel  that  no  city  holds  forth  better  inducements 
to  home-seekers  than  our  ideal  residential  advantages,  so  we  invite  all  good 
citizens  to  make  our  garden  spot  their  permanent  abiding  place.  If  you 
do  not  wish  to  be  lonesome,  be  with  us  on  Strawberry  Day,  June,  1923.

What  the  Steel  Plant  Means 


to  Provo  and  Utah  County 


WHEN  the  coking  coal  of  Carbon  county,  the  iron  ore  of  Iron  county 
and  the  limestone  of  Utah  county  meet  at  Ironton,  midway  between 
Provo  and  Springville,  at  the  completion  there  of  the  blast  furnace  and  the 
coke  ovens  of  the  Columbia  Steel'  Corporation,  a  new  industrial  era 


begins  for  the  state  of  Utah  and  the  inter-mountain  country. 

The  extent  of  the  new  industry  may  be  surmised  when  it  is  known 
that  more  than  800  men  will  be  employed  at  the  plants  of  the  steel  corpora¬ 
tion,  to  operate  the  various  plants. 

Aside  from  the  immediate  labor  at  the  plant 
there  will  be  increased  employment  on  the  rail¬ 
roads  to  handle  the  additional  traffic  in  coal  and 
iron  ore  as  well  as  the  limestone  nearby  the  plant. 

More  than  50  cars  of  coal  will  be  used  daily 
and  the  blast  furnace  will  require  about  500  tons 
of  iron  ore  every  twenty-four  hours. 

The  first  output  of  the  blast  furnace  will 
undoubtedly  be  used  by  the  various  manufactur¬ 
ers  and  new  industries  which  will  come  here  with 
the  beginning  of  operations  of  the  blast  furnace. 
A  large  portion  of  the  pig  iron  will  also  be  ship¬ 
ped  to  the  steel  mills  of  the  Columbia  Steel 
Corporation  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Aside  from  the  pigiron  produced  in  the 
blast  furnace,  many  by-products  will  be  produc¬ 
ed  in  the  by-products  plant  to  be  erected  near 
the  coke  ovens.  Among  the  things  to  be 
manufactured  there  will  be  ammonium  sulphate, 
used  as  fertilizer ;  ammonia  liquor ;  from  which 
ammonia  is  made  ;  benzol,  from  which  is  produc¬ 
ed  dyes  and  explosives,  phenol  or  carbolic  acid, 
from  which  ivory  and  phonograph  records  may 
be  made ;  saccharine,  several  hundred  times 
sweeter  than  sugar;  xylol,  for  paints  and  shoe 
-  polishes;  naphthalene,  used  for  making  moth¬ 
balls. 

From  this  it  is  readily  seen  that  the  opportunities  of  various  manufacturing  concerns 
springing  up  in  and  around  Provo  are  very  promising  with  the  coming  of  the  new  industrial 
plants  here  of  the  Columbia  Steel  Corporation. 

Most  important  of  all,  however,  is  the  fact  that  sometime  steel  mills  for  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  the  finished  product  will  be  erected,  at  which  time  the  opportunities  here  will 
multiply  by  leaps  and  bounds.  While  those  plants  will  perhaps  not  be  here  during  the 
first  few  years  of  the  operation  of  the  blast  furnace  and  the  coke  ovens,  they  will  undoubted¬ 
ly  be  here  at  some  day  in  the  not  distant  future. 

The  opportunities  of  Provo  and  Utah  county  have  never  been  brighter  than  at  the 

present  time.  It  is  safe  to  predict  that  when  the  United  Commercial  Travelers  hold  their 
next  annual  convention  here,  say  five  years  from  now,  Provo  will  be  a  city  of  more  than 
three  times  its  present  population.

’■\JEATH  the  shade  of  the  old  cottonwood  tree  that  sheltered  the  first 
1  >  little  band  of  pioneers  as  they  made  their  camp  near  the  creek,  a 
spacious  and  beautiful  church  now  stands.  In  every  direction  one  sees 
modern  homes,  well-kept  lawns,  cement  walks,  paved  highways,  through 
the  main  street,  massive  business  blocks,  well-lighted  streets,  up-to-date 
water  system  and  every  convenience  of  modern  life,  and  temples  of  learn¬ 
ing,  the  best  in  the  land. 

Green  fields  and  fragrant  blossoms  in  the  spring,  bounteous  crops  at 
harvest  time,  the  hum  of  industry  in  sugar  plant  and  canning  factory  and 
flour  mill  bear  witness  of  their  prophetic  hopes  fulfilled.  Did  not  their 
leaders  turn  to  the  Good  Book  and  read  :  “The  wilderness  shall  blossom 
like  a  rose.”  “He  turneth  the  wilderness  into  standing  water,  and  dry 
ground  into  water  springs.  And  He  maketh  the  hungry  to  dwell,  that  they 
may  prepare  a  city  for  habitation  ;  and  sow  the  fields,  and  plant  vineyards, 
which  may  yield  fruits  of  increase.” 

Some  of  those  who  pushed  handcarts  across  plains  and  mountains 
have  lived  to  see  the  wonderful  transformation.  While  the  sprightliness 
and  exuberance  of  youth  have  been  supplanted  by  the  feeble  footsteps  and 
silvered  locks  of  old  age  and  the  sands  of  life  are  swiftly  flowing  toward 
their  fateful  end,  they  are  comforted  and  blessed  by  the  results  that  so 
well  rewarded  their  pioneer  efforts  and  sacrifices. 

The  public  high  school  of  Springville  has  the  best  collection  of  paint¬ 
ings  of  any  high  school  in  the  Linked  States,  as  her  citizens,  through  en¬ 
vironment,  have  cultivated  a  love  of  the  beautiful. 

Not  alone,  however,  is  the  city  noted  fori  her  scenery  and  culture,  but 
her  soils  are  among  the  best.  Agriculture  and  stock  raising  have  been 
her  main  pursuits  for  gaining  a  livelihood.  Through  the  establishment  of 
a  canning  factory  about  twenty  years  ago,  and  later  a  very  modern  sugar 
factory,  and  the  planting  of  extensive  peach  and  cherry  orchards,  apples 
and  small  fruits,  and  the  cultivation  of  various  vegetable  crops,  together 
with  grains,  and  hay,  the  soils  are  kept  in  the  most  fertile  conditions. 

Some  acres  yield  more  than  thirty  tons  of  tomatoes,  six  tons  of  green 
beans  and  thirty  tons  of  sugar  beets,  and  some  have  yielded  more  than 
eighty  bushels  of  wheat,  while  onions  have  run  as  high  as  one  thousand 
bushels. 

It  is  pre-eminently  adapted  for  fruit  growing  with  its  excellent  plateau 
land  to  the  east,  north,  and  south  of  the  city.  The  perfect  winter  shelter 
afforded  by  the  mountains,  and  the  favorable  conditions  give  her  fruit  a 
flavor  unexcelled  in  all  the  world.  During  the  past  season  there  were 


shipped  thirty  cars  of  cherries,  one  hundred  and  thirty  cars  of  peaches,  ten 
cars  of  apples  besides  the  small  fruit. 

Owing  to  the  comparatively  mild  winters,  the  great  expanse  of  floral 
beauty  which  nature  so  lavishly  displays  each  season  in  the  valleys  and 
on  the  hills,  and  the  clover  blossoms  and  many  fields  of  alfalfa  the  culture 
of  honey  is  also  profitable. 

The  Strawberry  project  installed  by  the,  government  furnishes  an 
ample  supply  of  irrigation  water  for  all  the  land  not  supplied  by  the 
natural  streams. 

For  years  Springville  has  been  noted  as  a  place  of  railway  construction 
contractors,  and  late  years  her  firms  have  constructed  a  considerable  por¬ 
tion  of  the  cement  highways  of  the  state,  and  some  of  the  large  canals  and 
coal  roads  in  this  section. 

Her  mountains  abound  in  limestone,  and  she  is  located  at  the  gateway 
to  the  coal  fields  of  Carbon  county  and  the  expansive  Uintah  basin  to  the 
east,  from  which,  as  the  great  agricultural  and  mineral  region,  gilsonite, 
elaterite  and  asphaltum,  she  will  form  the  outlet  point  to  the  great  industai-

Within  a  few  hours’  run  of  Strawberry  lake  with  its  abundance  of 
fish,  with  the  deer  and  wild  game  in  the  hills  nearby,  with  the  mountain 
streams  full  of  trout,  when  the  fish  and  game  season  is  open,  the  sports¬ 
man’s  paradise  is  at  hand. 

Situated  on  the  D.  &  R.  G.  railroad  with  its  junction  line  running  to 
the  great  Tintic  mineral  region,  with  the  L.  A.  &  S.  L.  line  just  below 
town  and  with  the  Orem  electric  road  running  through  the  heart  of  the 
city,  it  has  the  best  of  transportation  facilities. 

The  city  owns  and  operates  at  a  good  profit  its  electric  light  plant, 
its  waterworks  system  conveys  the  pure  water  from  the  mountain  tops  to 
the  citizens  below,  the  rural  free  delivery  and  telephone  systems  bring  her 
people  into  close  contact  with  each  other. 

Her  school  buildings  are  the  pride  of  her  people  and  the  admiration  of 
her  visitors.  Her  opera  house,  a  large  modern  one ;  her  churches,  her 
pretty  modern  homes,  her  business  blocks,  her  natural  advantages,  and 
best  of  all  her  wide-awake,  progressive,  hospitable  people  make  her  a 
place  where  the  song  of  happiness  is  heard  from  early  dawn  until  quiet 
night  enfolds  her  in  the  peaceful  arms  of  rest. 

Her  Kiwanis,  on  the  alert  for  her  business,  social,  and  industrial 
progress,  has  done  much  to  bring  her  advantages  to  the  notice  of  her

JN  the  light  of  its  present  splendid  development  and  assured  success,  the 
story  of  the  early  struggles  and  vicissitudes  of  the  Order  of  United 
Commercial  Travelers  of  America  adds  an  interesting  chapter  to  the  his¬ 
tory  of  commercial  travelers’  organizations  in  America. 

In  1888  the  United  Commercial  Travelers  was  or¬ 
ganized  in  Columbus,  Ohio  with  about  eight  in  number. 
It  was  composed  of  the  East  and  West,  and  was  for 
the  benefit  of  the  selling  craft. 

The  eight  incorporators,  no  two  representing  the 
same  line  of  trade,  were  all  recognized  as  leaders  in  their 
particular  fields  of  salesmanship. 

The  Order  is  composed  of  subordinate  councils  and  these  send  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  the  Grand  Council,  then  the  Grand  Councils  are  represented 
in  the  Supreme  Council. 

The  Order  of  United  Commercial  Travelers  of  America  is  organized 
for  the  purpose  of,  (1)  To  unite  fraternally  all  commercial  travelers  of 
good  moral  character.  (2)  To  give  all  moral  and  material  aid  in  its 
power  to  its  members  and  those  dependent  upon  them  ;  also  to  assist  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  members.  (3)  To  establish  an  indemnity 
fund  to  indemnify  its  members  for  total  disability  or  death,  resulting  from 
accidental  means.  (4)  To  secure  from  all  transportation  companies  and 
hotels,  just  and  equitable  favors  for  Commercial  Travelers  as  a  class.  (5) 
To  elevate  the  moral  and  social  standing  of  its  members.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  membership  in  the  Order  embraces  four 
distinct  features:  Fraternalism,  Social  Advantages,  the  care  of  the  Widows 
and  Orphans,  and  Indemnity  for  Accidental  Injury  or  Accidental  Death. 

The  Order,  in  all  its  principles,  purposes  and  aims,  is  uplifting,  and 
every  influence  it  exerts  makes  for  the  ennobling  of  character  of  the 
member,  both  in  his  relation  to  society  and  to  the  profession  to  which  he 
belongs.  .  It  teaches  him  that  his  is  an  honorable  and  useful  calling;  that 
upon  his  faithfulness  and  integrity  rests  large  responsibilities  in  the  world 
of  business  and  in  the  complex  social  systems  of  our  times. 

The  Order  assumes  no  phase  of  unionism  or  paternalism,  but  it  holds 
steadfastly  to  the  highest  ideals  and  embraces  within  its  precepts  all  of  the 
mercantile  graces  of  the  age. 

In  the  highest  sense,  the  fraternalism  of  The  Order  of  United  Com¬ 
mercial  Travelers,  means  the  promotion  and  protection  of  each  other’s 
interest.  It  is  an  enlargement  of  that  sentiment  of  the  traveling  salesman 
that  makes  him  rather  do  a  favor  to  one  of  the  “boys”  on  the  road,  than 
anybody  on  earth  and  which  has  been  felt  and  recognized  since  com¬ 
mercial  traveling  began.  Sometimes,  in  the  old  days,  the  recipient  of 
the  favor  proved  unworthy ;  and  with  all  the  circumspection  exercised  in 
admitting  men  to  membership,  such  a  thing  is  not  impossible  in  the  ranks 
of  the  U.  C.  T. ;  but  the  man  who  wears  the  button  of.  blue,  white  and 
gold,  can  be  sure  when  he  meets  another  man  wearing  the  emblem,  that 
here  is  a  man  who  is  thought  by  sober,  respectable  members  of  his  'own 
craft,  to  be  worthy  of  confidence. 

The  profession  of  salesmanship  is  today  regarded  as  only  one  step 
below  the  learned  professions  of  the  law,  medicine  and  the  priesthood. 
Some  authorities  have  gone  so  far  as  to  say  that  salesmanship  is  the 
business  of  the  world  and  that  the  members  of  the  selling  profession  there¬ 
fore  rank  first  in  professional  standing. 

The  American  Commercial  Traveler  has  deep-rooted  in  his  makeup  an 
element  of  spontaneous,  impulsive  generosity  for  those  in  distress,  or  for 
the  worthy  person  in  need  of  temporary  financial  assistance.  This  trait 
has  become  a  tradition  among  the  craft,  and  no  day  passes  without  its 
example.  Having  its  well-spring^  in  this  generous  impulse,  there  has 
been  evolved  by  the  Order  of  United  Commercial  Travelers  of  America, 
a  form  of  beneficience  absolutely  unique  among  organizations  of  a  bene¬ 
ficial  character.  This  is  a  fund  known  as  “The  Widows’  and  Orphans’ 
Fund,”  which,  broadly  speaking,  guarantees  that  so  long  as  the  Order 
shall  endure  no  dependent  beneficiary  who  may  be  the  wife,  mother,  sister 
or  daughter  of  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  and  regular  standing,  shall 
ever  come  to  the  condition  of  actual  want.
